Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an agreement was 
reached, or any other comments: After reviewing the application, the Examiner informed Applicant's Representatives 
that the amendment filed 12/24/02 (Amendment D. Paper No. 23) reouestina cancelation of claims 1-3. 5-9. 11, 15. 
18 and 19, amendment of claims 10. 12-14. 16, 17. 20, 21 and 23, and submission of new claims 24-27 was 
confusing because claims 1-20 have been canceled and new claims 24-26 have been added on an amendment filed 
4/30/01 and entered on 12/12/02 as Paper No. 21 for reasons unknown. Thus, claims 21-26 were technically pending 
in the application. However, an Office action was sent on 6/17/02 as Paper No. 16 indicating that claims 1-23 are 
pending of which claims 4. 6-9. 18 and 19 are withdrawn as non-elected invention and reiecting claims 1-3, 5, 10-17 
and 20-23. Thus, the amedment Tiled on 12/24/02 (Paper No. 23) was confusing because the amendment reguests 
to cancel and amend already canceled claims. Further, the amended claims are different from the originally 
presented claims. Therefore, to correct the confusion, it was agreed that Applicant needs to file a Supplemental 
amendment via Faxmile by canceling all existing claims and presenting a new set of claims .

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1 , 1 .1 35. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1.2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademartt Office is unnecessary. The action of the Patent and Trademark Office will be based exclusively on the written record in the Office. No attention will be paid to 
any alleged oral promise, stipulation, or understanding in relation to which there is disagreement or doubt. 




The action of the Patent and Trademark Office cannot be based exclusively on the written record in the Office if that record is itself 
incomplete through the failure to record the substance of interviews.

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Fomn is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case 
unless both applicant and examiner agree that the examiner will record same. Where the examiner agrees to record the substance of the interview, 
or when it is adequately recorded on the Fonm or in an attachment to the Fomn, the examiner should check the appropriate box at the bottom of the 
Fomn which informs the applicant that the submission of a separate record of the substance of the interview as a supplement to the Form is not 
required.
